When I was six years old I 
started elementary school next to my house, where I 
enjoyed every single day, I was really revy happy there. 
Six years later I went to the high school, where I 
graduated with good grades. After that I took an oficce 
administration course for two years. I worked as a 
secretary for two years. 

My vacations to my grandparent’s house 

were the most memorable events in my life. 

Long time ago I used to go with my two sisters to visit my 
grandparent’s house in the mountains. It was like two 
hours away from the city. We had to ride a horse to go to 
that beautiful place, because there weren’t any cars 
around there. We used to go every year to help them 
collect the coffee they had been planting for almost a year. 
There was only one thing I didn’t like: there was not 
electricity. 



I moved to a new country 


When I was 22 years old I decided to come to The United 
States. I was very confused because in this country there 
are many things that are hard to get used to, the language 
was my first problem, because english is not my first 
language. It was hard to understand when people talked to 
me. Getting a job was another problem, because of my 
immigrant status. Last but not least was to get medical 
insurance. 

When I finally got a job, I can’t forget the two worst jobs I 
ever had in my life, the first one was working in a factory 
making Christmas tree ornaments; I had to cut metal 
laminates to do the ornaments, it was physically hard 
because I cut my hand every single day. I remember one 
day my hands were so bad that I could’ drive back home. 
They didn’t pay good salaries either and I only had an 
unpaid half hour for lunch, the other one was working in a 
courthouse at the childcare center. I had to deal with 
different kind of parents, like murders, robbers, and a lot of 
cases with domestic’s violence. Sometimes some parents 
were mean and refused to give me the information that we 
needed to accept the child into the center. 

Sometimes we had to evacuate the courthouse when 
someone would call and say there was a bomb in there. 
That it was hard to take all the children out of the 



courthouse with all the people that work or were in court 
for a reason running out to get safety all at the same time. 

I was working full time without good benefits and only 
fifteen minutes break and they made me work overtime, 
they didn’t pay extra for that. 

I got married and my children 

In December 1994 I met my husband, his name is Juan 
Martinez. He is from the Dominican republic too. We had 
three children, Mercy Robinson, she is married and has 
three children. She is a teacher too. My second son is a 
friendly and hardworking boy, his name is Jariel Martinez 
and the youngest one Anddy Martinez. When my son 
Anddy was one year old I went to college and got a 
diploma in early childhood education. One year later I 
opened my family child care. Right now I am taking 
English classes and office administration to be a better 
profesional. In the future I would like to go back to college 
to get a social worker diploma. I would like to travel around 
the world of course.
